Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 12 are indicated as having allowable subject matter because the 
prior art of record does not teach or render obvious the total combination claimed, 
including a sheet sensor moved from a detection position to a non-detection position 
interlockingly with a moving operation of a print head from a print position to an 
evacuated position and movable from the non-detection position to the detection 
position independently of the print head.
